In  consulting  the  meager  references  in  genealogical  literature 
to  the  career  and  family  of  Daniel  Bates,  Revolutionary  tfar  soldier 
from  Morris  County,  New  Jersey,  the  writer  has  encountered  two  sources 
whose  data  he  has  found  to  he,  to  a  considerable  degree,  erroneous. 

As  a  result  of  new  information  obtained  from  Daniel  Bates's  Pension 
File  in  the  National  Archives  (1),  and  from  recent  researches  in 
Fremont  and  Sandusky  County,  Ohio,  the  writer  is  now  able  to  present 
an  authentic  account  of  Mr.  Bates's  places  of  residence  and  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  his  grave,  and  to  give  a  correct  list  of  his  children.  It  is 
now  clear  that  the  compilers  of  the  Official  Roster  of  Soldiers  of 
the  American  Revolution  Buried  in  Ohio  (2)  confused  Lower  Sandusky  in 
Sandusky  County  with  Sandusky  in  Erie  County,  and  mistakenly  credited 
Mr.  Bates  to  the  latter.  ■  -  .

Concerning  the  ancestry  of  Daniel  Bates,  one  source,  the  Compen¬ 
dium  of  American  Genealogy  (3)  claims  his  father  to  have  been  Cant. 
David  Bates,  a  Revolutionary  Officer  from  Hanover,  N.J.  That  the 
Pension  File  proves  this  contention  to  be  mistaken  will  be  discussed 
in  this  article.  We  shall  now  proceed  to  set  forth  what  we  are  con¬ 
vinced  are  the  true  facts,  citing  in  each  instance  the  sources  of 
our  information. 


Daniel  Bates.  A  resident  of  Sandusky  County,  Ohio  (in  1832) 
living  within,  a  mile  and  a  half  of  lower  Sandusky  (now  Fremont,  the 
county  seat)  and  at  that  time  69  years  of  age.  (1) 

Birth.  March  27,  1763  (not  1762  as  per  Roster)  in  Morris  County, 
New  Jersey,  near  the  Passaic  River,  being  about  eight  miles  east  of 
Morristown  (in  or  near  Hanover).  Daniel  stated  that  he  had  at  his 
house  a  leaf  from  an  old  Bible  his  mother  gave  him,  on  which  the  date 
of  his  birth  was  recorded.  (1) 

Family .  In  his  Pension  File,  Daniel  Bates  states,  under  oath, 
that  his  father  (name  not  given)  died  when  he,  Daniel,  was  about  three 
years  of  age  (about  the  year  1766).  Daniel  was  bound  out  until  he  was 
sixteen  years  of  age ,  when  his  name  was  entered  upon  the  Roll  of  the 
Militia  where  he  lived.  He  was  not  drafted  but  enlisted  voluntarily .(1 )

When  Daniel 
Bates  moved  west  in  1789  he  left  his  discharge  in  the  hands  of  his 
uncle  ,r  who  by  1832  had  been  dead  about  thirty  years  (d.  abt.

— borne  who  married  Daniel  Bates  may  have  been  the  daugh- 
;ter  of  Richard*^  Osburn  above.  The  fact  that  Sarah  (Os¬ 
borne)  Bates  named  her  oldest  son  John,  may  indicate  A 
C.-  that  he  was  named  after  John~,  or  after  his  uncle  John* 
Osburn.  Sarah  was  probably  too  old  to  have  been  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John11  Osburn.  Mary  (Kitchell)  Bates  named  her 
•  first  son  after  her  father,  Moses  Kitchell.  It  seems  to 
have  been  a  euston  of  that  time.) 

Residences .  Daniel  Bates  moved  from  New  Jersey  to  Cincinnati  ,  0. 
in  1789,  arriving  there  in  December.  His  name  is  on  the  list  for  the 
distribution  of  lots  in  Losantiville ,  1789-90,  No.  8.  (8)  Bates  lived 
in  Cincinnati  ,  where  he  remained  during  the  Indian  Jar  of  Generals 
Harmar ,  St.  Clair  and  Wayne,  when  he  served  as  Master  of  Transportation 
to  the  'West  (1).  By  1809,  however,  he  was  living  at  Indian  Hill,  Col¬ 
umbia  Township,  Hamilton  County.  But  it  was  in  1322,  through  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Land  Office  of  the  United  States  at  Deleware ,  0.,  that  he  acquired 
284  acres  of  land  in  the  north  part  of  Section  1,  in  Township  Four, 

Range  15,  the  northeast  corner  of  Ballville  Township  in  Sandusky  County 
in  the  north  part  of  Ohio.  This  area,  more  recently,  has  been  in  the 
possession  of  the  Bartson  and  Hilt  families  and  the  Fremont  Golf  Club. 
(10) (11)  To  this  farm  Daniel  Bates  moved  in  1823  with  his  wife  and 
younger  children.  In  1336,  however,  he  purchased  of  Gershom  McPherson 
140  acres  of  land  described  as  the  northeast  quarter  of  Section  4,  Town¬ 
ship  4,  Range  16  in  Sandusky  County, a  farm  bounding  on  the  north  line 
of  Green  Creek  Township,  about  one  and  a  half  miles  east  of  Fremont. 

Here  Daniel  Bates  lived  the  remaining  nine  years  of  his  life.  Parts  of 
this  farm  have  more  recently  been  ov/ned  by  Kowalk ,  Culbert  and  Giebel 
families  (12).  ihat  Daniel  Bates  lived  in  these  locations  and  not  in 
Erie  .County  (as  per  the  Roster)  is  further  proved  by  enumerations  of 
the  U.S.  Census,  (13)  and  by  the  Census  of  Pensioners  (14).

This  marker  and  a  flag  sticker  were  erected  by  the  Soldiers’  Relief 
Commission  of  Sandusky  County  about  1944  (16).  Daniel’s  son,  Thomas 
Bates,  lies  in  a  grave  just  south  of  Daniel’s,  and  some  other  family 
graves  are  near  by.  Sarah  Bates's  grave  has  no  marker.  (The  above 
findings  disprove  the  contention  of  the  Roster  that  M  r.  Bates  is 
buried  near  Sandusky  in  Erie  County  where  his  grave  was  marked  by 
the  County  Commissioners.)  ,

Ancestry .  As  to  the  parentage  and  ancestry  of  Daniel  Bates  (1763- 

. 1845)  of  Hanover,  N.J.,  the  writer  has  found  but  two 

statements  in  genealogical  literature. 

(a)  The  Roster  (2)  offers  as  father  of  Daniel  one  Daniel 

Bates  who  married  Jane  Reed.  The  writer  has  been  un¬ 
able  to  find  any  information  to  confirm  this.  The 
■^aniel  Bates  of  Hanover,  N.J.,  son  of  Widow  Abigail 
.  ...  Bates  died  in  1755,  so  he  could  not  have  been  the 
father  of  our  Daniel,  the  man  who  died  in  1766.

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Hr.  Charles  II.  Cory,  Jr.,  after  much  research,  has  concluded  that 
Daniel  Bates's  father  must  have  "been  Thomas  Bates  of  Hanover,  ..n  . .  , 
son  of  Widow  Abigail  Bates,  b.  abt.  1713;  d.  abt.  1766.(4,2)  This 
agrees  with  Daniel  Bates's  statement  that  his  father  died  when  he  was 
three  years  old,  that  is  about  1766  (1).  The  fact  that  this  Thomas 
Bates  willed  thirty  pounds  to  his  son,  Daniel,  (45)  strongly  supports 
this  conclusion.  The  Y/ife  of  this  Thomas  Bates  v/as  named  Eunice.

The  line  of  descent  of  this  Thomas  Bates  from  Clement4-  Bates  of 
Hingham,  Hass,  1635,  is  offered  in  a  work  entitled  nineal  Ancestors 
of  Susan( Kitchell )  Hulford,  who  was  the  grandmother  of  iJr.

Lived  in  Hanover,  N.J.  The  will  of  this  Thomas  Bates  was 
dated  Sept.  6,  1765;  proved  Dec.  3,  1766;  provides:  My  wife 
to  have  household  goods  and  her  maintenance  out  of  the  estate; 
to  son  Daniel  Bates  thirty  pounds;  to  daughter  Sarah  Bates  ten 
pounds.  Other  children  mentioned,  Hannah,  Rachel,  Eunice  and 
Mary  Bates.  Land  to  he  sold.  Executors:  Nehemiah  Baldwin  and 
Joseph  Kitchell.  (42)  Witnesses:  Joseph  Foster,  Grace  Ford, 
Moses  Kitchell. 

Daniel7  Bates,  b.  Hanover,  N.J.,  Mar.  27,  1763;  d.  Sandusky  County 
Ohio,  Feb.  6,  1345;  m.  1st  Mary  Kitchell;  m.  2nd  Sarah  Osborne, 
as  outlined  above. 

(Note:  The  contention  here,  that  Daniel  Bates  (1763-1845)  be¬ 
longed  to  the  family  of  Thomas^  and  Eunice  Bates  of 
Hanover,  N.J.  appears  further  to  be  supported  by  the 
names  Daniel  gave  his  children: 

Eunice  -  named  after  Daniel’s  mother. 

Thomas  -  named  for  Daniel's  father. 

Hannah  -  named  for  one  of  Daniel's  sisters. 

David  -  named  after  Daniel's  uncle,  Capt.  David 
Bates,  who  may  have  been  the  uncle  with 
wfrom  Daniel  left  his  discharge  papers. 

No  other  uncle  in  this  family  was  living 
after  the  ’War . 

Thus  they  seem  to  have  carred  on  the  tradition  of 
the  time.
